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1. Claims 1-26 are presented for examination. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1, 3-4, 6, 8, 10, 19, 21, and 24-26 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wheeler et al . , 
Patent Number: 5,200,993. 

4. - With respect to claims 1, 6, 10, 19, 21, and 24-26, 
Wheeler discloses the communication channel means (fig. 1) 

having a client and server (fig. 1, 12 & 16). Wheeler discloses 
the server having a list of options (col. 7 & lins. 44-51), 
Wheeler discloses a client identifying a user-defined profile 
(col. 7 & lins. 44-51). Wheeler discloses the application 
program to retrieve user def ined-prof ile means (col. 7 & lins. 
10-12) , the application program examining a database of raw 
information (fig. 2, col. 5, & lins. 38-43), and the application 
program retrieving and transmitting subset information (col. 8 & 
lins. 25-36) . Wheeler discloses- the application retrieving, 
scanning, and file placement means (fig. 1, 36 & 40, fig. 3, 
Scanner) . 

5. - With respect to claim 3, 

Wheeler discloses the Common Gateway Interface means fig. 1 

32) . 

6. - With respect to claim 4, 8 

Wheeler disclose the file storing means fig. (1, 36 & 40) . 
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7. Claim 2, 5, 7, 9, 11-14, 20, 22, and 23 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over Wheeler et al . , Patent 
Number: 5,200,993 as applied to claim 1, 6, 15 above, and further 
in view of McCain et al . , Patent Number: 5,309,351. 

8. - With respect to claims 2, 7 

Wheeler discloses the application server program means (fig. 
1, item 40), however Wheeler does not discloses the HTTP means. 

McCain discloses the HTTP means (figs. 7 & 8) as well as the 
means which essentially comprise the same means as the HTTP 
browser (fig. 1, 13) and HTTP server application program means 
(fig. 1, 16, col. 2, Sc lins. 59 & 60). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to incorporate the HTTP 
means of McCain's method into the method of Wheeler because the 
HTTP could enhance Wheeler's client means to browse and possess 
an unlimited access to the various information stored on the 
system ' s network . 

9. - With respect to claims 5, 9 

McCain discloses where user-defied profiles are performed at 
periodic intervals (figs. 1 & 2, col. 2, lins. 50-68, col. 3, & 
lins . 1-8) . 

10. - With respect to claim 11, 20, 

McCain discloses where the user-defined profiles are 
searched by topic (fig. 1, item 15, & fig. 8, item 80). 
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11. - With respect to claim 12, 

McCain discloses allowing a user to specify the source 
identifications (fig. 8, Expert System, Training Material, etc.) 
and to specify delete or change (fig. 8, Quit) . 

12. - With respect to claims 13 and 14, 22, 23 

McCain discloses organizing the search topics (fig. 7, 70B & 
70C, fig. 8, 86) and subtopics (fig. 8, 84) . 

13. Claims 15,16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by McCain et al . , Patent Number: 5,309,351. 

14. - With respect to claim 15, 

McCain discloses the sever/client circuit (fig. 1) exchange 
means. McCain discloses a server having an interface to engage 
in the exchange means (fig. 1, Network Interface) . McCain 
discloses the server execution control interface means (fig. 1, 
12, Sc 16) . 

15. - With respect to claim 16, 

McCain discloses the server operative on a remote computer 
system (fig. 1, 15) . 

16. - With respect to claims 17 and 18, 

McCain discloses the means for a profile circuit and a 
activation circuit for allowing a user to specify user-defined 
profiles (fig. 4, 31-44). 
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17. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-26 have been 
considered but are deemed to be moot in view of the new grounds 
of rejection.
